GOV. CHAMBERLAIN’S PROCLAMATION. 

The rapid and dangerous growth of the 
old Rebel element in South Carolina has at 
last resulted in a formal proclamation by 
Gov. CusMBERLAIN, threatening to call upon 
the President for aid to preserve peace and 
order within the State if the Democratic 
Rifle Clubs are not disbanded. The call is 
timely and imperative. It has come none 
too soon. It must be enforced without fear 
or favor. The circumstances of the case 
will show that it was inevitable, and that 
Gov. OCnamprstarn has only fulfilled his 
simple duty in announcing his determination 
to appeal to the General Government to step 
in and protect life and property. 

South Oarolina is virtually in a state of 
war. A powerful mob of ex-Rebel soldiers, 
White-Liners, and Ku-Klux has been organ- 
ized upon a military basis. It numbers 
20,000 men under the general command of 
Brin, the hero of the Hamburg massacre, 
and is subdivided into smaller companies 
called Rifle Clubs. These clubs are armed 


| with guns and revolvers. They have been 


regularly officered and have daily drill. Daily 
reports are made by subordinates to their su- 
periors. In every regard they are a 
military organization, formed in direct dis- 
regard of the State statutes. The law is 
explicit on this point. It provides that 
there shall be no military organizations or 
formations for the purpose of arming, drill- 
ing, exercising the manual of arms, or mili- 
tary maneuvres, not authorized under this 
chapter (as a part of the National Guard) 


and by the Commander-in-Chief, and any 


violations of the provisions of this section 
shall, upon conviction, be punished with 
imprisonmént at hard labor in the State Pen- 
itentiary for a term of not less than one year 
nor more than three years, at thé discretion 
of the Court.” No one, unless he be a 
knave or a fool, will contend that this mili- 
tary organization of ex-Rebei soldiers is not a 
direct violation of the laws, and that these 
20,000 Conf deserve the punishment 
provided by the law. The immediate objects 
of these Rifle Clubs may be learned from 
their acts. There is a Republican majority 
in the State of nearly 80,000, and to 
overcome this majority chese ex-Rebels have 
armed and formed themselves into unlawful 
military companies. They have been on the 
war-path for several weeks, mainly patrol- 
ling the strong Republican districts and 
maintaining fortified camps in such Repub- 
lican cities as Columbia and Charleston. The 
Columbia Union-Heraild says: We see the 
City of Columbia occupied by armed men, 
quartered at different points, couriers de- 
tailed to make reports, officers giving orders, 
and secret arrangements made, without the 
knowledge or sanction of the Mayor of the 
city or the Sheriff of the county.”

I heard him declare, in conversation with myself 
near the close of the War, that every man of the 
United States army that marched across Southern 
soil was a trespasser, and liable to suit for dam- 
ages in an action for trespass!
